A conbinstion leuniry 
trey end kitchen sink wes surgested for the kitehen and one drinking 
fountein in the Cless Room. 


No suiteble sree wes found where « septic tenk and the 
customery dispose] bed could be lecsted without involving same 
blesting ef rock formetions end bulldesing operetions in addition 
to e lerge quentity of crevel required, which would heve to be 
trucked in and spread. Such en operetion would be costly end out 
of all proportion to the tote) cost, and to the importence of the 
pro ject. 


The elternetive, is to construct « rock pit or leeching 
well ané connect the rew sewere line fror the school thereto, This 
coss pit would be covered and efter becteriel ection hes teken plece, 
the effluent liquid would rise end be permitted to escape through 
the pit wells inte the surrounding eree. Such « pit woul4 require 
exeninetion end cleaning out after esch school term. 


A euiteble locetion wes found for e leeching well,emd the 
ground slopes ewey from thet point. This set up would be quite inex- 
pensive, emi hes often been resorted to on jobs where similer conditions 
as described sbove were encountered. 


The well diccers were et work end hed gone down to an epprox- 
imete depth of 50'-0" without finding weter. Inquiry showed thet sane 
wells in thet eres ere between 100-0" and 150'-0" deep. 


Until water in sufficient volume is found, no recemmendstion 
een be mede regerding the type of pump required. The Agent wes esked 
te comeunieste with the Indien Affeirs Branch and edviee es to the depth 
of weter below grede, et which time the proper unit can be se lected.

wing our phone conversation of Saturday May the 10th. the 
well for the Maniwaki Indian Day School was started on 
Monday May the lifth, 1947. On my last visit there they 
had approximately #0 ft. drilled. I expect they mey get 
water at approximately 100 ft. but no one can guarantee 
this. 


The cost of this well is $6.00 a 
foot, complete with the casing whenever there is one nee- 
ded. I have asked them for a well able to furnish appro- 
ximately 200 to 300 gallons of water an hour, this is in 
vue that some other Indians might want to connect on this 
eystem later on, or that the Band might decide to build 
other buildings in that location which might need water, 


Whenever this well is finished 
I will immediately connect with the Department informing 
them of the deepness of this well and also to what Hight 
from the ground the water rises, in order that this in- 
formation may be passed to the Engineer to enable him to 
recommend the pump needed for such a well.

When this first Maniwaki Indian Day School 
was located there,there should have been some understan- 
ding with the proprietor of the lot or the Band on which 
this School is built as to what dimension was allowed for 
the ground of this School. Would you have any records of 
this, if so could you let me know? I would like to know 
this on account of the projected Pit we would have to build 
outesde of the School and going down the Hill, in order 
that this might be done on the ground alloted for this 
School, and if it is not possible get a piece of ground 
on the next lot, which is owned by an Indian. There seems 
to be no one around here which can give me this ‘nformetion 
and I have nothing in the records showing the exact dimen- 
sions of the grounds alloted for the School. 


The Maniwaki Indian Day School is built on lot 
23 Road Range Vest and the Congo Bridge Indian Day School 
is built on lot part of 34 Range 7 North of Congway Creek. 


I also wish to inform that I had the visit of 
the Engineer regarding the ameliorations to be made at the 
Maniwaki Indian Day School and no doubt he will produce his 
report and recommendations shortly.

I think I told you last yeer thet at the two Missions 
I mentioned there are nearly « thousand Indiane, very simple decent 
people, for whom comperstively little has been done in the educetionsl 

. way. (1 have taken the Rev. Normn Burgorseter and left him ot 
MESstassine, where there are six hundred Indians. The work there is 
a real chellemge.|} I have given instructions to the Hudeon Bay Company 
to get»out logs and lumber for a new curd. The old building is not 
adequate et ell, but I think it would Go for « school to begin with, 
in fact it must be used for the present in thst capacity. As we plan 
for the future, I feel that the Government end the Church ought to work 
together, snd thet we should understand each other. I coulé only stay 
eo little over «a Gey, and I found that Mr. Lariviere was there with a 
nurse.

We sre anxious to begin work there this year _looks as if it might 
becom «an sll-year proposition before lenge Aine inst place, ombobika, 
is rather special. The Ontario Gowernment tas a little school and 
teacher's house at this village on the C.N.R. A good number of Indians 
come down there for the summer. The teacher is willing to have an 
Indien school during the summer months. It is probably the only chance 
that the children will have for any teaching.

I infer from the informtion contsined in 
your letter thet ell of the three places ere located on or 
close to the railway line. This means thet certein Indians 

moving down from the reserve. In the pest, it has not 
been our policy to encourage Indians in thet section of the 
country to reside along the railway line. If they ere uneble 
to obtein reguler employment, numerous compleints arise, that 
could be more easily handled if they were living on their 
own reserves. 


The Department has elready written to 
Indien Agent Swartman with e view to obtaining additional 
information.

On November 18 the Right Reverend Robert J. 
Renison, li.A., D.D., Lord Bishop of Moosonee, visited this 
office to discuss educational plans in the Diocese of Moosonee. 
When informed thet the Department was prepared to build an 
Indian Day School at Waswanipi, he informed us thet he felt 
there was e more urgent need for a permanent day school at 
Mistassini. Not only ere there more Indians at this latter 
point but they are a more stable group and a day school 
would heve a better chance of success. 


AS &@ result of the meeting, the following 
aecisions were reached: - 


le That an educational survey be conducted by the Depart- 
ment &s soon as possible to decide the location of 
this school. 


That His Lordship be informed as soon as the necessary 
moneys have been made available for this purpose. 


That e decision be deferred until the Spring as to 
whether the Depertment will be able to build this 
school or whether it will be necessary to appeal 
to the Church of England to have it constructed 
(as was the case et Fort McPherson).

4. One matter, which i was going to discuss with you 
more fully was taken over by Mr. Phelan when we met in your 
office;for the sake of record I would like to put it in 
writing. in 1945 when wr. Surgomaster was at Mistisini 

he brought twenty five children with him on his return. 

They were flown out to Oskalaneo which is 200 miles by sir 
and from there they were taken by train to Chapleau; the 
distance by train alone must be nearly 500 miles. I thought 
that sir. Burgomaster had arranged with the Indian agents; 
apparently he had to act quickly. i know thet the reculations 
ado not provide for the flying of children but a canoe trip, 
in this case would have cost very much more besides incidental 
expenses for food i paid a bill to the Hudson's Bay Company 
for $350.00. the children all did well. This summer Mr. 
Burgomaster brought out six children to Chapleau at a 

cost of 100. May I say that this summer the cheque for 

the school in mistisini two months teaching was $217.00 

Mr. Burgomaster was very much more than a teacher at the 
school. He was the guide philosvher and friend of 600 
Indians. I am sorry he will not be with us next year. It 
would be a great encouragement to me when we can have a 
stable orgeniseation at mistisini. in the last two years 
during the summer our Mission has spent $5000.00 at Mistisini 
alone. I would be grateful if you and Mr. Phelan can have 
this matter adjusted.

MEMORANUUM FOR FILE 


On February 15th, 1947, Mr. Indian Agent 
Lariviere visited this office and the following 
proposals were made concerning the provision of 
Indian Day Schools at Mistassini and Waswasinipi. 


The sum of $8,000. has been provided in 
the 1947-48 estimates for the construction of an 
Indian Day School at Waswasinipi. In view of the 
isolated position of both these schools it will 
not be possibile to construct a frame building but 
it will be necessary to put up log buildings. 

It is further recommended that in view of the 

fire hazerd which exists in these locelities, 

that separate buildings be constructed for the 
teacherage and the school. 


We therefore plan to proceed as follows 
with the expenditure of the $8,000. provided in 
the estimates: 


(a) During the following summer logs will be 
cut by the Indians and heuled into 
position.at Waswasinipi so thet ea stert 
can be made in the construction of this 
school in the summer of 1948.

Dear Mr Neary ; 
When talking with Bishop Rennison of Moosonee recently 
he informed me of the developments at the Mistisinni Leke 
Reservation,P,Q@. I was intensely interested as I spent 
some years in the Bay and at one time made the long hard 
trip by canoe from Ruperts House to Mistissini. 
I wonder if you will mind my suggesting that in my etperience 
over a period of eighteen years in the North, the ideal 
plan for the bush Indien would be ae @ay sehool for all the 
children during the Summer, and a eontinuation for picked 


pupils all winter while the parents were in camps. I would 


build a couple of cotteges or ea domitory etteched to the 
school under an elderly Indien caretaker. The brightest of 
the Summer pupils could be reteaimed..(say a dozen) and in 
one winter I am sure more could be effected through them 
then in years of ‘summer' educeting...when the pupils go off 
in the Fall and come beek next Summer having forgotten all 
they knew. 

I do not advocate the Residemtial School as it 
is ( among other things) too expensive and elaborate for the 
bush Indian. Such a ‘cottege’ school as I suggest could be 
operated by a married teacher or Missionary and the wife 
eould teach the juniors and organise the women folk, 
g@00d gerden could be cultivated by the pupils, 
ceaught....all with the aid of the Indian care 
might be an elderly couple. 
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I did not have tims to aisouss this with Bishop Rennison but 


a he had invited me to fly into the missions this Summer es I 


have some knowledge of the Cree and Chipawayen . Unfortunately 
I cannot geet away this year ..but I am interested. I came out 
of the North because my two eldest children had to go on to 

higher education, but when we are through we intend returning. 


I hope this will not seem an impertinence but in 
reading the reports from Ottewa and the Briefs presented I heve 


yet to see enything as pratical suggested for the North,

I have just returned from London and Toronto 
where I met some of the students who are going north. 
Schaffter and Meikle met me in Toronto and I have 
arranged for them to go to Montreal to meet the manager 
of the Mistassini Hudson's Bay Co. store. I have heard 
that the old Hudson's Bay house is still habitable and 
will give them shelter. I have authorized them to 
purchase whatever is necessary for their trip. Any 
house equipment the mission will pay for. Other things 
like personal luxuries they can pay for themselves. I 
have advanced each of them $100 and have given them an 
order on the Mont Leurier Aviation Co. at Roberval for 
return plane fare. They are both keen and competent 
and will leave early next week. I have also written to 
Mr. C.H. Brown and Mr. G.W. Thomson who live near 
Toronto and instructed them to travel to Senneterre. 

I have given them an order for a plane fare to Waswanapi. 
So far these are the only men for whom I have advanced 
money and I am sure that there will be no difficulty. 

I will either send the bills to you or have them pay me. 
I would much rather not have to take their cheques my- 
self so that there will be no money transaction between 
us. If I have made any mistake in assuming that Mr. Brown 
has accepted you can let me know. I expect to begin my 
air journey about June 15th at Central Patricia, going 
down the Albany River, visiting about 6 posts and then 
around James Bay from Atawapiscut to Whale River and 
perhaps the Belcher Island then I will go Overiand to 
Mistassini and Waswanapi, ending the journey at Val D'Or. 
It will be nearly 4,000 miles. I wish you could have 
sent one of your men with me, or come yourself.

I have to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 25th instant, with reference to the 


payments made on the account of the Wistassini Indian Sum- 
mer School. 


In reply I beg to say that the re- 
turn forwarded by the teacher, Yr. Charles Iserhoff, shows 
that the school was in operation for 35 days only curing 
the September quarter. Under these circ mstances the De- 
partment felt that payment for only two months could be 
allowed and a cheque for $150.00, covering the salary, was 


sent to the Royal Trust Company and a cheque for the bonus 
for two months was sent to you. 


In the case of other schools in 
outlying districts which are only conducted for part of 
the year, the Department pays the salary of the teacher 
on a per ordinance basis. I believe that this would be the 
most satisfactory plan to follow with the Wistassini School. 
I consider that a rate of $4.00 for each day the school is 
actually in operétion would be a fair amount to allow and 
I would be pleased to have your views regarding this sug- 
cestion.

3. I am awere of the fact thet there is a regulation that 
the Governments only build schools on a Reserve. This may be a 
good rule in certain settled places, but I am sure it could be 
modified in places where were- there is no reserve and the 
Indians have their only home for the summer. 


i? One matter, which I was going to discuss with you more 
fully wes taken over by Mr Phelan when we met in your office; 
for the sake of record I would like to put it in writing : In 
1945 when “r Burgomester was at Mistisini he brought twenty- 
five children with him on his return. They were flown out to 
Oskalaneo which is 200 miles by air and from there thgy were 
taken by train to Chapleau; the distance by train elone must 
be nearly 500 miles. I thought thet Mr Burgomaster hed erranged 
with the Indian Agents; apparently he had to act quickly. I know 
thet the reguletions do not provide for the flying of children 
but a canoe trip, in this case would have cost very much more 
besides incidental expenses for food I paid a bill to the Hudson's 
Bay Company for $350.00. The children all did well. his summer 
Mr Burgomaster brought out six children to Chapleau at ea cost oi 
$100. Mey I say thet this summer the cheque for the school in 
Mistisini two months teaching was $217.00. Mr Burgomaster was 
very much more than ea Teacher at the school. He was the guide 
philosopher and friend of 600 Indians. I am sorry he will not 
be with us next year. It would be a great encouragement to me 
when we can have a steble organisation at Mistisini. In the last 
two years during the summers our Mission has spent $3000.00 at 
Mistisini ealone- I would be grateful if you and Mr Phelan can 
have this matter adjusted.

Le I have six letters from you Nos.72-7-1- 72-2-5- 44-1-5 
44-5-5- 358-;3-5 and 
35-12-5. 
These deal with a situation of the schools which heve been held 
in our Indian Mission. I wish to say that I am obliged to you 
for the interest and trouble which you have taken in considering 
the relationship of the Church of the Indian Department over a 
period of more than twenty yeers. I may say thet my object in 
discussing the matter wes not to have the matter judged on the 
basis of the Indfan Department's actions and interest in schools 
years ago. We all admit thet times heave changed and the claims 
of the Indians heve a new significance. Meny of the nominal 
grants which were authorised, were never submitted. I would much 
rather have the past record looked upon not as a standard for 
present requirements but as a precedent for a forwerd policy 
necessary to-dey 


2. The most hopeful thing which I learned from our interview 
was the promise to build a school and residence et Mbstaeritni this 
is the lergest place and I hope will be merely the beginning. If 

I can have a definite assurance thet this cen be understeken next 
summer before April ist, we can undertake plans. I would prefer 
thet the Department erected the buildings but if necessary I would 

be willing to try to have it done by private contract which could 
use local labour. The next year we should do the same at Waswenipi. 
As a matter of fact, we have two buildings there one is the Church 
which needs restoration apc it hes been used for a school for twenty 
five years. There is a residence for the teacher or Missionary which 
needs an expenditure of $500 to put it in repair. I would be willing 
to give this building to the Department for a school and summer resi- 
cence for the Teacher if they would undertake to have it restored

With reference to the letter directed to 
the Right Honourable The Prime Minister by Miss Germaine 
Cote, I may say that this Department conducts three 
summer schools in northern Quebec. These schools are 
known as MANOUAN, WEYMONTACHING, and OBEDJIWAN. These 
echools were first opened some years ago, on the 
recommendation of the Missionary in that district, Rev. 
Jos. Guinard, O.M.I., Maniwaki, Que. About April first 
of each year, he submite the names of the teachers who 
he recommends be employed at the three schools mentioned 
above. In the past, Department has always apr oved 
the appointment of the teachers nominated by Father 
Guinard

I have your letter of the 24th ultimo, enclosing 
a cosomunication addressed to the Hight Honourable the Prime 
Minister, with the enclosures therein referred to, regarding 
the request of Miss Germaine Cote for re-appointment to the 
position as teacher of the Indian Summer School at Obedjiwan. 


In thie connection I would say that thie ie one 
of three summer echoole in northern Quebec, conducted by 
the Department. We have no local Indian agent having over- 
eight of the Indians at these points. Rev. Jos. Guinard, 
O.M.Ie, Maniwaki, the missionary for the district, who is 
interested in the education of the Indian children, has 
exercised supervision, in the interests of the Department 
over these Indian schools. We look to him for the 
nomination of teachers, amd hie recommendations have always 
been approved by the Department. 


Mies Cote was employed at Obedjiwan during the 
summers of 1932 and 1933. Father Guinard reported, as his 
reason for not nominating her services for the past sumer, 
that she had too little authority or control in her class- 
room; also that she had no knowledge of English.

the teachers by requesting them to serve them meals. 


I trust thet you will adjust the matter 
in a manner satisfactory to all parties concerned.

school age, who came to the school, they like elsewhere were 
furnished with a complete list of the Band, on going over I 
found only about 50% of the children had reported, also a great 
percent»ge was not attending regularly, further a certain number 
Classed grade 3 and 4 in my opigion they could be classed all 
gerade 1 regardless of age. The Register is being adjusted to show 
all children of school age, etc., the attendance on this ba®is in 
July will be about 18/204 


The school building, is far too small to take care 
of children, considering this instead of allowing them relief for 
clearing land, I arranged with the Chief that the destitutes Indians 
cut and deliver, about 200 logs durine summer months, the price was 
fixed $1.10 delivered, for logs spruce NOTHING UNDER 21° top 8", 
piled on skids, with these logs on hand; a good building could be put 
up for our purposes, any time later and at no extra cost. During 
winter I will teke up the matter of arranging need there. The School 
Teachers" house, requires paisting, @xterior and interior, also 
certain repairs this will be attended to later, for 1946, Urgent 
immediate needs were provided for during visit.

In the mantime, Mr. Ellis, the Chairman 
of the District, suggests the advisability of closing 
the Olm country school and that a party be engaged 
to drive all the population from that vicinity to 
Okm village school.

This school is a neat frame building on a sone foundation, 
the interior finished in wood ani neatly painted both on the exteriot 
and interior.

Rev. Mr. Whitebeans of Oka called on me today 
and brought up several matters in connection with the 
schools there.

I am this morning in receipt of a letter from 
the Rev. Robert Smith, Chairman of the Montreal District of the 
Methodist Church, informing me that Miss Saunders,(who last year 
taught the Oka Country School, and to whose reappointment you con- 
sented, although a protest had been made against her continuing, ) 
hes accepted another school and is not now available to serve the 
Country School referred to for another year. 


He strongly advises thet we engage MISS HILDA OKE, 
daughter of one of our missionaries. He says that Miss Saunders 
strongly advises that Miss Oke be appointed to this school. She 
is 18 years ojd; has been attending the public school at St.Anne 
de Bellevue in connection with Macdonald College and passed her 
ninth grade with the exception of Geography and Arithmetic, in 
which she failed last year. Mr. Smith quotes Miss Saunders as 
saying that Miss Oke is quite capable of teaching anything which 
will be required in the Country School at Oka; has a good way with 
children; and is se teacher in the Sunday School. He says he 
has not met her and knows nothing more of her than he learns from 
Miss Saunders. He gives me the information, however, thet Mr. 
Oke*s children have a good name and states that the older daughter 
is engaced in teaching in some Mission School] in the West. He 
strongly advises that Miss Hilda Oke be engaced for this Country 
School. 


It occurs to me that, in view of the difficulty we 
have had in finding a suitable teacher, it would not be amiss to 
give Miss Oke a trial. If you will agree to this, it wi 
satisfactory to the Missionary Society.

I have visited the village and country schools of 
the Indians. In the Village School all the children are 
present and in goog hesith, although there are several 
cases of hooping-cough among the children in the Villiage, 
But these are not of age to attend the school. 


In the Country School, out of twenty (20) pupils 
registered, nine (9) are present, all the others have 
the hooping-cough, some at the first period, the others 
are in the last p:Ziod. 


I went to the home of those who are not at school 
&Z found that these children were kept at the house because 
they were coughing with hooping-cough. I visited six (6) 
houses, and everywhere they have hooping-cough. 


So that I believe that in the country empeciaily, 
nearly all the Indian chiliren have the hooping cough since 
the beginning of October. 

I believe it would be better to close the country 
school for at least two (2% weeks so as to event con- 
tagion and allow the sick ones to cure tiemscives.

There is a clique of Indians, headed 
by Mrs. Ernest Simon, who are pagan and disloyal, and 
are doing their best to hurt the teacher's reputation 
as well as destroy his influence. Mr. Boutcher 
explained to me why he is able no longer to live in 
the country and why he has to eecure board in the 
village. This is rather an expensive arrangement 
for him, as he will have to ride a horse in the 
winter time to and from his work. I promised to 
increase his salary as from October lst $50, or a 
total of $600.

Tne continued poor attendance at the Country 
School on the Oka Indian Reserve and the inability 
of the truant officer to induce the parents to send their 
children has led the Department to seriously contemplate 
closing the school for an indefinite period. The 
attitide of the parents in thie section of the Reserve 
makes it very difficult for the Department to either enforce 
the law or conduct a school successfully. It is, therefore, 
thought that the closing of the echool may have a salutary 
effect, and the local Indian Agent has been informed that 
such action wall be taken if conditions do not improve. 


A complaint was made a short time ago by certain 
of the Indians regarding the conduct of the teacher, Mr. 
Selby Boutcher, and also objections were raised to the 
recent change in the truant officer.

I woule like to thank the parents for the help and support trey us. given 
the teacher during the past six months. It is pecause of this Relp that the caildren 
have made progress. 


Because I know that you are interested, I venture to suggest the following 
ways in which the parents can help the children at scmool: 


ATTENDANCE: _ 
The attendance nas dropped a little @uring the past few weeks, and I am 
anxious that it shall increase again. 


Almost the oest way to help the tea@her is to send the children to scnool 
EVERY DAY, The greatest trouvle we nave is with children who come for « day or two, 
and then etay away for a day or nalf day. The children can only do well in school if 
they attend regulerly every day, When one child in a grade is awey, it interferes with 
the work of every child in the grade. It is hoped that the perents will continue to 
help by secing that the children come EVERY DAY. 


EBGLISH: 

Another way in whieh the parents can help is by encouraging the children 
to speak English. English is the lenguage in which the children are teught, and the 
lenguage im which they do their lessons. tue Detter they unde. stand English the 
quicker they will learn other subjects. You can help in this matter in the 
following three ways: 


1. By encouraging the children to speak in Englism to the teacher, and 
to each other, when they are im school. 


2. By sllowing them sometimes to speak in English when they are at Rome. 


By letting them try to read vooks and papers at home. 


Some of the children sre given a little woek to do at nome at night. This 
is never very much, but it helps the children to etudy when they ere away from the 
teacher.. The parents can help much by sllowing the children to do this work, and by 
encouraging them to do it well, 


In addition to the above, I shall ve glad if the parents will ask the 
cnildren sometimes to show them their school work books, so that the children may 
know that their parents are interested in their work.

During the last twelve months I have, with the 
assistance of the Kev. J. J.Oke, gone very carefully into the 
situation in this settlement es far as the schools are 
concerned. 


1 beg to submit the following statement:

The ebove figures are based upon the position et the 
end of the Jume quarter. I heve reason to believe that the 
number of children attending the schoole will improve e@ little 
a@uring the coming term. 


It should be pointed out that there are # number of 
chiléren who live in e part of the settlementfrom which it is 
et times exceedingly difficult to reach either of the schools 
without some method of transpottation. There is , indeed, ea J 
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ey g00d cease for an additional school in this particulier pert 
of the settlement. 


Another fact that enters into the situation is that 
there is coming into being a very decided “school consciousness" 
among the people. They are extremely interested in all school mett 
-ers, and one is frequently met with the request that the children 
be sent sway to school. As an indication of this decided interest 
it can be mentioned that at the Country Schoolthere has been since 
the opening of school on the Ist.inst. what is practically a 
hundred per cent attendance from its own constituency. The Village 
school will open to-morrow, end, I expect, will also see a decided 
increase in attendance. 


The foregoing facts, together with other considerations 
which can be brought forward et a later time if required, seem to 
me to point very definitely in the direction of a consolidation 
et one point of all school work, with edequate provision for the 
transportation of pupils to and from school. 


Thies sppeare to be the more desireble now that there 
is in the villaxe a building which with certein alterations 
could be made into a very satisfactory consolidated school. 


Two pointsseem to me to emphasise this need. One is 
that the growth in attendance st the schools is parallell with 
the necessity of taking up the work of the higher grades of the 
Public School course. When a school goes much beyond sixteen or 
seventeen pupils, it is e very difficult thing to do the work of 
the higher grades, and et the same time do efficient work in 
English in the lower grades. Of course I would not make this 
statement apply to all schools, but I think it does very definite 
-ly apply to schools like ours where the language difficulty has 
to be met. 


The other point is this: it appears to have heen the 

custom in the past to send sway to school all children who 
reached Grade 5 standing. This hes enteiled a series of erants 
from the Department which will not be necessary if the work is 
done here. In this connection I should point out thet there are 
quite & number of scholars now about to enter these higher eredes. 
By teaching them here we are saving the Department the necessity 
of a grant, but 1 feel that the teaching here would be of far 
better a quelity under e consolidated system. it can also be 
stated thet the custom of sending children away is not only 
expensive to the Department but also to the parente. 


You will, of course, understand thet 1 am not looking 
forwerd go eny immediate change, but | am asking whether the 
Department will give us the asstrance thet we m@y work towards this 
end, The sdvantege of st least @ two roomed school with separate 
teachers for the Junior end senior work, end with provision for 
teaching domestic and handicraft subjects seems very obvious.

I have examined the old files which 
have reference to the beginning of the OKA COUNTRY Indian 
Day School, and I find that two members of the Band each 
gave a part of a lot to the Department of Indian Affairs 
and the Methodist Church for a mission and the school. 
It is probable that the first building, which was erected in 
18650, was constructed by the members of the Band, essisted 
by the Department from Band funds or other monies and by 
the Methodist Church. In 18697, when there was practically 
@ reconstruction, $100 only was charged to Band Funds, the 
rest being taken from Vote. In 1912, there was a further 
reconstruction and the funds were taken from Vote,

I hope thet Mr. Ferrier will be successful 
in finding a way out of the difficulties which heave erisen 
and thet Mr. Oke may be of service to him in his investig- 
ations.

Sirg- 


I have your letter of the Sth instant enclosing & communication received 
at Ottawa from Mr.A.E.Smith of Oka in which the teacher deals with difierent 
subjects. As requested by yours 1 submit you & report and return the letter 
herewith. 

Mr.Smith claims that last Fall when 1 gave news that there would not be 
any general clothing distribution a few families provided their children with 
clothing. According to the teacher these children are atten@ing regularly 
when weather permits. Mr.Smith seems to be displeased because some children 
who have been supplied with shoes etc, are not attending regularly and he gives 
as example the case of Mrs.Samel Nicolas’ children who are mot regular at School 
after having been provided with clothing. Mr.Smith is of the opinion that the 
children attending regularly should be treated like the Hicolas and he believes 
in a distribution to all or nothing st all. 

Relative to the above mentionned statements by the teacher 1 beg to say that 
I @o not agree on every point with him. I am against s general distribution of 
clothing to the children because when it takes place we help every child regardless 
ef the fact that a good mumber of them are not very needy and also because the 
parents would not supply anything to their children in future,even if they could 
afford to,as they are incline to rely only on the Dept.for every thing they need, 
but I em in fevor on considering each case individually taking into consideration 
the circumstances and the needs of every particular case. In December 1950 a 
general distribution was made for alli the indian children sttending the Schools 
at Oka. This necessitated an expense of over $900 and the attendance was lower 
than last year 1953 when not more than $175.00 was spent for these same pupile. 

Im commection with the case of Mrs.S.Nicolas 1 beg to refer you to my letter 
64-20 dated January 18th last. Because these children who were in need were supplied 
with shoesand did not go to School after is not a reason to supply those going 
regularly end not in need of clothing nor footwear. 

The teacher also informs you that the Council and especilally Harry Oke have 
been with-holding the distribution of clothing and is also the cause of the discon- 
timuance of the mid-day lunch. He claims that Oke is working his way to have his 
sister appointed at his place etc. Mr.Smith claims that the report made by the 
council last Spring pertaining to the early closing of the School was a falsehood. 
The teacher slso reports what Rev.Mr.Whitebean is supposed to have said. 

In reply to tHis 1 beg to say that the teacher's statement relative to H. Oke 

isapt to give you the impression that your Agent is influenced by some indians when 
making reports and recommendations. The recommendations against a general distribu- 


tion of clothing to the childrenm and for the discontinuance of the mid-day lunch 
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Lunch 

were not made by the Council mor H. Oke but solely by myself as Agent and 
without consulting any of the Councillors. I do mot need any indians to 
advise me as to reporte and recommendstions as 1 am aware of my responsabi- 
1iti 

Relative to the Council resolution last Spring against the early closing 
of the School I beg to let you know that this protest was founded and that the 
School was close@ too early in the afternoon. 

Mr.Smith does not seem to be in very good terms with Rev.Mr.Whitebdean 
and H.Oke, but as this has not anything to do with the affairs of this Agenty 
I do not want to have anything to do with it. As to Mr. mith*s statement thet 
several persons are after his position I beg to say that it si the first time 
I hear about it. This man seems to pay too much attention to gossip. 

The teacher also ask you as to the necessity of the prayer meetings at the 
School. He claims that the ¢hildren sre losing at least one hour @ week on 
account of that and that the indians makes damages in the class. The aim of 
the teacher,who is also the jenitor,in reporting this is to have the meetings 
stopped by the Deprtment. I have often visited the School and I ahve noticed 
that the class where the meetings are held are not more damageéd than any other 
clase where there is not any gatherings. I have often been approched by Mr. 
Smith to make recommendations to the Dept. in order to prevent these prayer 
meetings at the Country School. 

If,to please the teacher, the Department was ordering the discontinuance 
of the prayer meetings at the School,it would certainly bring some protestations 
from the Board of the Church and would also give ground to very unpleasant publi- 
city. The majority of the indians belonging to the United Church are living in 
the countryenear the School,and it is more convenient for them to go there for 
the meetings during the week than to come to the Church located in the Village, 
four miles from the School. The less we interfere with religious matters the 
better it is. 

As to the time Mr.Smith the teacher claims the children are leosing I do 

not see why this is sliowed by him, as Mr.Smith the teacher should teach untill 
four oclock in the sfternoon and after four Mr.Smith the janitor should fix 
everything up himself for the meetings. The only reason for such & complaint 
from Mr.Smith is that it gives him a little more work as janitor being obliged 
to sweep the floors after each meeting.

Sir;- 


I beg to transmit you herewith the resolutions passed at the meeting 
of the Oka Elected Council held on the 7th instant for the month of March 
1934. The members present were Harry Oke, Willie Cree and Laurence Etienne. 

It was proposed by Harry Oke and second:-d by Willie Cree; that the Depts 
be asked to investigate the way the Country School is conducted by the actual 
teacher Mr.A.E.Smith. This Council is of the opinion that the attendance 
is very low at this School owing to improper methods of teaching; the teacher 
does not encourage the children attending the School. We,the Councillors, 
claim that recently one pupil ,Waiter Martin,received bruises on the back from 
the teacher and previous to this there has been several similar cases; we also 
claim that the teacher locks the class-room doors and that some children have 
been kept from attending the toilets the result of this being that some pupils 
have wet themselves in class. The teacher has impressed the people that he is 
not working for their welfare but for his own. We find by the children that 
he has not made any progress in educating and teaching them. He his found to 
be inclined to lazyness. He does mot give his fall attention to his pupils 
while in class; he goes in and out of the class-rogm as he pleases.Furthermore 
we claim that he has no respect for religion. For over forty years a prayer 
service is held in the Shool house and we never had any trouble. Lately he 
Spoke of having these meetings discontimed. Now he annoys the people while 
the meetings are held by opening his radio full blast, banging the doors and 
other mean things. The congregation can hardly hear the preaching en account 
of the radio. The Council believes its duty to report to the Department such 
proceedings. We believe something should be done. In the past the Dept.has 
moved a teacher for less complaints. We believe the only remedy is to move 
him trom here. He has been here for over three years and that is much too 
long as we think that the children are only loosing time. 

I am sending you the above resolution without omitting a word of the 
Council's claims but 1 beg to inform you that 1 investigated as to the veracity 
of the statements made in this resolution. 

It is true that the attendance is very low at this School; ome day only 
one pupil was present, but according to the teacher this is dus to the work 
of some indians who are against him. Mr.Smith claims that this is due to the 
fact that he refused to teach Sunday School. 

Relative to the bruises that Walter Martin is supposed to have received 
the teacher claims that he never slapped him on the back but only on the hands 
when this boy disobeyed him. He also denied to have refused to his pupils the 
attending of the toilets. as to his going in and out of the class room he claims 
that when he leaves the class it is only for a moment and only when nec sary. 

The teacher admitted that he opened his radio while the prayer meetings 
were held but denied that it was playing full blast; Mr.Smith claims that there 
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there are prayer services on the air, that he wants to hear at the same 
hour the local meetings are held.He also stated that he particularly likes 
the program "Amos and Andy” but thie that this program is at the same hour 
of the meeting. The teacher told me that he would mot keep his radio closed 
on account of the meeting. 

However since I went at the School for the investigation Mr.Smith did 
not open his radio during the meetings. As told in a previous letter the 
teacher is not going along very well with some indians of this Band and also 
with the local minister Mr.Whitebean. This stated when Mr.Smith refused to 
teach Sunday School and the result of this ill-feeling is that the parents 
are not sending their children t» School regularly. The indians of this 
Band also seem to be under the impression that a three years stage at this 
School is the limit. 

On the other hand,although the Council's pro test seems to contain 
some exagerations,l believe the teacher has not always done what he should 
have. 

However if things do not 4mproved within a month from now I will ask 
you to send an official of the Department to visit the School as it is 
impossible to let things go as they are now. 

I would aleo kindly sugcest you to get a report from Mr.Brady.Provincial 
Inspector for the Protestant Schools of this Province relative to the progress 
made by the pupils of the Oka Country School. 


Resolution... 

It was proposed by H.Oke seconded by W.Cree; that the Department be 
asked to Mary Ann Angus and Martin Martin with sufficient shingles to cover 
the roofs of their houses and also to pay the amount of $34.00 to Hodgin 
Bros; this being the require amount for the sawing of Jos.Andrew‘'s lumber 
and also to supply this same indian with twoo doors and eleven windows to 
enable him to build a house. 

I do not recommem4 any of these requests as the two roofs of M.A.Angus 
and M.Martin are not in urgent need of repairs and moreover Martin is not 
the owner of the house he is ococupying But only the renter. Relative to Jos. 
Andrew I do not recommend his request as this man should wait to have some 
money before starting to build a house instead of relying only on the Department 
to pay for everything.

I om sorry that I forgot to co to your office when I was 
out this sorning. You can sené in those report forns with the 
mail this next week as I shall need them then in oréer to make 
out my report on attendance. I got the candies 6... 


I em writing you now concerning the chiléren of Martin 
Martin. You may send this letter to the Department if you wish. 
fhese two chiléren both boys Walter aged 13 ané Liewellyn aged 9 
are a continual source of trouble not only for me but for the 
rest of the chiléren in the school. They are ret repectful to me. 
When I punish then as at times all children must be punished, 
they call me nmes in schocl and shout vile language at me not 
only in English but in Inéian and ir Prench. When they are made 
te behave in school they go home ané tell their parents and they 
take the chiléren*s part. Last winter when I whipped the oldest 
boy his mether cane down to the school and called me such vile 
names that I cannot sené then through the mail and I woulé at 
any time hesitate to_ repeat them. Mr. Martin has threatened dire 
things to me shoulé I report the children te the partment. 
Shortly after Mrs. Martin haé visited me last winter I found a 
note pinned on the school éoor-s It was printeé with leaé pencil 
on wrapping paper ané read,” You go soon or you be sorry." This 
bethered me for some time and at last I burnt it but I am of the 
opinion that it cane from the Martins. I cannot prove this,however, 
ané we may let it pass. Well last Menéay I just had to use the 
strap en biewellyn Martin. He would not ¢c anything that I asked 
him and he kept everyons else in a turmoil in school. Re went home 
ané hes never come back. Beither has Walter. Of course they dc the 
every time that I resprt %c erpors? punishment. People heve told 
me that they are not coming beck again. 


I an writing te tell you ané the Department that I new 
refuse to allow these children to come to this school any longer: 
I éo not feel that we should be expected to put up with children 
in school when their presence tends to lower the moral tone of 
the schocl. I must look after the morals of the other chiléren 
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ané I feel that the children of Martin Martin are not fit te 
associate with the others. I hope that you ané the Department 
will take into consiéeration the fact that the Martins are and 
always have been a breeding place for treuble. The children are 
only following in the footsteps ef their parents. If I coulé teach 
the chiléren to be anything higher I wouldn*t mind then at school. 
But it is inpossitie for me to teach the- anythirg because they 
know thag they de not have to @o as I Say. Mowever if they pyre 
stay at home they are a nuisance to the other chiléren when they 
are coming to or going from the school. Last fall when I had some 
trouble with them I mentioned to Mr. Martin that they shoulé be in 
a reform schocl. He replieé to the effect that he would not senda 
then ané that the Government could not do anything without his 
permission, Be said they covlé éo as they like¢ here and the Gove 
ernment had no control of them because they belonged to the Life 
or 014 custom chiefs. I éoubt this but 4@i¢ not tell him. 


Mrs. Smii} hes been a witness te all these écings for the 
past four years ané she can Say that I am not exaggerating any. In 
fact I em putting the facts as mild as possible. 


Baving stated the case as clearly as I can in such a short 
space I now leave the outcome to you ané the Department of Inéian 
affairs. I refuse to have anything more to do either with the 
children or with the parents in question. If they want te come to 
school there wil? have to be » new teacher ape that will not please 


the rest cf the parents in this section of reserve. 


Thanking you ané the Department for al? past favours and 
wishing you both the compliments of the Season,

In writing this letter to you I feel that no apology 
is necessary. By s perusal of the following pages you will 
fine (1) My report of what I have successfully accomplished 
in the teaching of Agriculture in the wchool on the Lake of 
Two Mountains Reserve here. (2) My reasons for making the 
teaching of Agriculture obligatory in ell Indian Schools. 
(3) My success in the organization of the School Fair which 
I have conducted since 1932. (4) My plan for the organization 
and supervision of the subject in all its aspects in the schools. 


q1) During my past six years experience as teacher 
here I feel that I have nage an inpression not only on the 
farming habits of the child but also upon those of the parent. 
In the rotation of croys, care of farm animals and working in 
the right season there has been a decided change for the better. 
It has furnisheé many points of contact between the parents 
and myself. It has been to a great extent responsible for the 
high averace attendance of pupils at school because the pupils 
have enjoyed the discussions and the after class work which they 
have been called upon te perform. Both pupils and parents see 
that there is nothing degrading in farming as a life work. These 
are a few of the benefits which I have derived fron the teaching 
of Agriculture. 


(2) (a) In the first place the indian must be,not 
coaxed or wheedied into farming, but must be brought to realize 
the advantaces of farming. This can best be done by the teaching 
and supervision of Agriculture in the Day schools on the reserves. 
This can be done only by sy pathetic teachers who understand the 
indian and who are satisfied to "Make haste Slowly." 

(b>) While the course of study and the school fair 
scheme is fine for white schools it is not fair to expect the 
indian children to join a white school fair and compete with the 
children of that school whose forfathers were farming before the 
indian was dicovered. However, under correct guidance, coaching, 
and teaching there is no doubt that the indian will in the near

future measure up to ané in many Ways Surpass his white 
neighbour as a farmer. 

(c) We are continually exhorting the indians to 
be as far as possible, self-supporting. This can better be done 
by teaching the future in@ians in our schools of toéay- 

(a) As an aid to the class-roon work of the 
teabher, the School Fair must take a pro 1inent place because 
indian children more than any others must learn to do by Goings 
and they, by earning a little prize soney, see the economic 
value of farn labour. 

(e) The care of school plants and fence border 
flower beds tends to ligt ten the tedium of every day classes and 
makes for nore beautiful surroundings. 

(rf) There are very few chiléren who éo not relish 
a discussion on farm aninals and their care. I can truthfully say 
that the lessons in Agriculture have assisted me crenatiy in the 
keeping up of the attendance. 

(c) Rext to the threeR's cones Agriculture. 
Because it will be of createst value in after life owing toe the 
fact that so few indian childre: have the perseverance to ecntinue 
studies past the public or elementary schocis. 


(3) After being appointed as teacher in this school 
in the fall of 1930 it aid not take ne long to sec that here the 
need for the teaching of Acriculture was very great. Accordingly 
I mapped out sa course which was in many ways Similar to that as 
set forth in the Ontario Teacher*s Manual on the subject.@ Copy 
is enclosed.) Hatch and Haslewood's text was, I thought, Bnsuiteabdl 
for the pupilS* use so I have used The Rew Agriculture by Waters, 
which we used in the training classes at the North Bay Normal 
School. I find that I have haé more success in giving a well 
prepareé lesson than in the use of the text book in the hands of 
the pupils. 

During the Fall of 1931 I saw that something more 
was necessary than just the class-room lessons. fre School Fair 
was the answer. By this they would be able to put inte practise 
some of the ideas gained in class. Here I was handicapped because 
the Quebec Dept. of Education and Agriculture does not foster the 
igea of school fairs as does the Ontaric Government. However @uring 
ay ten years experience in the Ontario Public Schools I had had 
a great deal of experience in the work of the school fair. 

A private Schbol Fair was the answer to ay quest. 
I talkea it over with different ones on the Reserve and got very 
little encouragement, but having the courage of my convictions I 
obtained the help of three young men and we put on a play. Nothing 
very up lifting, but it brought the necessary funds for the idea 
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Using this money I bought seeés and distributed 
then to the children in the Spring of 1932. I saved $3.75 for prize 
money in September and with the balance I purchased a Small silver 
cup with the words OKA COUNTRY SCHOCL FAIR suitably engraved upon 
it. I typed out the prize list and instructions, one for each ohiid.- 
They have been similar to the one for this year which is enclosed. 

Judging is done by three of the indians who show 
sore of an interest than the others. I usually Sr end a few hours 
coaching then the gay before the fair. My system of nu abers on the 
exhibits makes it éifficult for the judges to tell to whon the 
exhibits belong. The prise money is given out the day of the Fair, 
the announcement is made as to who is the holder of the cup for 
the coning year. I give a short talk on why such an exhibit cot 
First prize and another one none and So One I also give as much 
information as I can to the grown ups recardéing their work on the 
farn and in the caréen. Tis year Mrs. Snith and I gave a practical 
denonstration of the canning machine. Last year it was a talk on 
drying vegetables ané fruits for winter use. 

Concerts, suppers and socials are means of raising 
money for the Fair. Every year nore parents visit the school on 
Fair Bay to exanine the exhibits and every year there is greater 
conpetition for the cup. The School Fait has cone to be considered 
a pernanent fixture here and is thought to be as necessary as the 
Day or Sunday Schools. I hold with that opinion myself. 


Besiées the School Fair I have, contrary to tt. 
general opinion#, made a success of fence border flower plots. 
A farnerza few barrowfuls of manure. The bigger boys and I 4o the 
loaned u#-aigcing. I bought a dézen gla@ioli and éifferent indians offered 
parts of their pet perennials. We have now a lovely botder on one 
side consisting of Gladioli ané Delphiniums. On the other side we 
have Sweet Willian, Geilardia, ané Dianthus with a rose tree in 
the centres A snall lilac bush is expected to bloom near the flac- 
pole next spring. The front border as yet is just mixed annuals 
but we have sufficient perennial Plants in a neighbouring earder 
to make a nice show along the fronfnext year ané in years te come. 


It is surprising how carefully the children avoid 
the border beds when at play. They know t! at the flowers not only 
give joy to them but also to passing tourists who sto} to remark 
on the beauty of the borders. And Indians éo like to be noticed 
and show not only themselves but their handiwork. 
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In respect to the organization ané supervision 
hools I may make the following 
gestions of what might be done.

OKA COUNTRY SCHOOL. 


Has 8&5 on the roll. The average attendance 
for Februery was 24. This is lower than usual owing to an 
epidemic of whooping cough, measles and colds. Attendance 
is irregular. There is no truant officer and the agent 
gives little attention to this part of his duty. The 
School buildings are in good repair and well kept up. 


At this school some handicraft work is taught. 
The pupils are very clever at this work and enjoy it. Mr. 
Smith is enthusiastic about developing it. He expressed 
his intention of taking the summer course in vocational 
training for teachers in Toronto this summer, 


Pupils at both schools are comfortably clothed. 
Ood liver #11 is given daily and hot soup st noon. There 
are no signs of undernourishment among them. On thewhole 
they are doing very well and masking progress in their work. 
It would mean much to these boys and girls in after life if 
they could be given more instruction to develop their active 
ability alongmunual training lines.

I heve for ecknowledgment your letter of the 
19th instent, in which you ask me to express an 
opinion with respect to the employment of John Thomas 
angus es teacher at the Oke Country School. 


Mr. Angus was, as you state, employed by this 
Department under my airection on the Doncaster Reserve 
from 1959 to 1948. I have corresponded with him from 
time to time and have, on one or two occasions, 
discussed Indien problems with him. Like Inspector 
Bredy, I have no ides whatever of his teaching 
ability and I find it somewhat difficult to convince 
myself thet a man such es Mr. Angus, who has not been 
closely associated with educational work for « number 
ef years, could éo effective work in the classroom. 
The Oka Reserve is, as you know, one of our problem 
reserves and a reserve at which we should have good, 
fully quelified teachers, if we can secure then. 

If, however, such teachers are not availeble, it

I have examined the old files which 
have reference to the beginning of the OKA COUNTRY Indian 
Day School, and I find thet two members of the Bund exch 
gave a part of a lot to the Department of Indian Affairs 
ond the Methodist Church for « migesion and the echool. 

It ie probable that the first building, which was erected in 
1850, was constructed by the members of the Bund, assisted 
by the Department from Band funde or other monies and by 
the Methodist Church. In 1897, when there was practically 
& reconstruction, $100 only wes charged to Band Funds, the 
rest being tuken from Vote. In 1912, there was a further 
reconstruction and the funds were taken from Vote.
